Joyfully she started to the grocery store 
about 9 o'clock Friday morning on an er- 
rand for her mother, proud because she 
was given the privilege of going shopping 
nlone, only to meet a cruel fate under the 
fender and wheels of Mound City electric 
car No. 425. 

Almost in front of her home, No. 1105 
North Ninth street, the little girl was run 
down by the car before-the eyes of 
many women who are wont to congregate 
on the sidewalks in that neighborhood. 

In crossing the street Josie dropped a i- 
cent piece which she carried for buying pur- 
poses, and it fell in the soft mud. Motor- 
man W. E. Heady of No. 2109 North Jeffer- 
s0n avenue passed the Carr street crossing 
with brakes set, but started the car north- 
ward. It was.too late to stop the car on the 
Slippery track, and the child was knocked 


| down. Heady dropped the fender, but was 


unable to reverse the power, and the help- 
less girl was drawn under the motor. 

Misses Annie and Yetta Survinsky, sis- 
ters, who were in charge of the grocery 
at Ninth and Carr streets, towards which 
the unfortunate girl was headed, screamed 
to her to look out for the car, but their 
well-meant warning was fruitless. 

The little girl’s screams rent the air, as 
soon as she was struck, reaching her moth- 
er’s cars, and bringing to the spot hundreds 
of people whose sympathy went out to the 
child, whose curls were mixed with mud, 
whose blue eyes looked appealingly up- 
ward and whose pale face showed too 
plainly the shock she had sustained. 

Josie was curried into a near by drug 
store by Officers Lang and Healy. Dr. M. 
I. De Vorkin gave prompt attendance, rein- 
forced soon after by Dr. A. V. L. Brokaw. 
Both surgeons said that her recovery was 
hardly probable. The entire leg had been 
severed close to the hip and after their 
patient rallied somewhat she was sent to 
St. John’s Hospital in a carriage. 

Before the conveyance came a dozen 
Italian women crowded into the drug store 
and their wails .were pitiful. The child 
gazed blankly at her mother and relatives, 
conscious and not tearful. Some thought- 
fuf bystander gave her .a bag fuil of 
cookies and Josie clasped them to her side 
and ate one while her mother and sister 
bent over her in mute despair. 

“The motorman lost h‘s head when He 
saw the child’s danger and kept his car 
going forward instead of backing it up,” 
said Meyer Kaemens of 929 North High 
Street. 

“The women's screams seemed to get the 
motorman rattled”’ said M. Siegel of 1226 
North Eighth street.

‘STILL HUNTING THE NEGROES. 


South Carolina Election Trouble Has 
Caused Probably Seventeen Deaths. 
GREENWOOD, 8S. C., Nov. 11.—Eight ne- 

groes are known to have been killed at 

Phenix in two days as the result of a race 

riot precipitated there on election day by 

the killing of Mr. Etnriage, a prominent 
white man. 

For miles around the country is alive 
with armed white men searching for partia- 
ipants in the murder of Ethridge. Suspect- 
ed negroes have been shot down and their 
bodies left lying where they fell until their 
friends or relatives get a chance to give 
them burial. Many others are missing, and 
it is believed they are dead in the woods. 

The general opinion here is that g2 to 
15 negroes have been killed and a large 
number wounded. Two white men, it is 
believed, will die as a result of their 
wounds.

CHEVALIER DE GNIEWOSZ. 


LATTER'S HEAD CUT TO THE 
BONE AND ONE HAND AL-

Editor Wolff Had Denounced the Poles 
as a Swarm of Frarasites, Sucking 
the Life Blood of the Aus- 
trian Nation.

LONDON, Nov. 11.—The Vienna corre- 
spondent of the Mail telegraphs: 

A fierce quel between the notorious Herr 
Wolff and the Polish Deputy, Chevalier de 
Gniewosz, is the talk of the city. The 
cause of the duel was Wolff’s remark on 
Tuesday’s sitting of the Reichstag that the 
Poles are a swarm of parasites sucking the 
lifeblood of the Austrian nation. This in- 
sult roused the anger of the Polish Dep- 
uties, who rose as one man and made for 
Wolff. The latter was quickly surrounded 
by a ring of German Deputies and a sharp 
tussle ensued between the representatives 
of the two nationalities, in the course of 
which Wolff was badly knocked aDBout by 
the Poles. 

When the storm subsided De Gniewosz 
declared, in benalf of the Polish party, 
that it repudiated with scorn the “insults 
of a street cad like Wolff.”’ 

Wolff immediately challenged De Gnie- 
wosz. 

The latter selected swords, and the duel 
was fought under life and death condi- 
tions. Wolff, a journalist by following, is 
‘short, slightly built and lame in one leg. 
De Gniewosz is tall and stout. He former- 
ly was an Officer. 

When the word of command was given 
the two Deputies began a furious combat, 
thrusting and parrying with a rapidity 
which was bewildering. 

De Gniewosz, carried away by rage, di- 
_ Tected blow after blow at his adversary. 
| Wolff parried the ex-officer’s wild on- 
slaughts with cool judgment, and within 
'five minutes caught his rival off his guard 
and wounded him in two places. 

De Gniewosz’s head was cut to the bone, 
while a part of his right hand was hang- 
‘ine by the skin. But in spite of his seri- 
ous injuries and the umpire’s command 
to cease, De Gniewosz followed his ad- 
versary, slashing at him savagely, until 
his own seconds seized and. disarmed him. 

He was removed to his house; where he

OFFICIAL TELEGRAMS sHOW 
THAT HE COMMANDED 
AT SANTIAGO. 


CONDUCTED THE NEGOTIATIONS 


The General’s Official Report Bears Out 
All the Statements Madein His 
Recent Interview. 


— 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 1.—Gen. Miles’ re- 
port on the military operations in Cuba 
and Porto Rico is made public. Much of it 
has been already covered in the interview 
which the General gave out on his return 
from Porto Rico. 

While there is no direct criticism of Sec- 
retary Alger or Gen. Shafter, the report 
shows that Miles was in command when 
the Spaniards surrendered at Santiago and 
that he conducted the negotiations. 

Miles wanted to take command of the 
expedition to Santiago and whiie at Tampa 
sent this dispatch to Wae6hington: 

This enterprise is so important that I desire to 
go with this army corps, or to immediately or- 
kanize anotuer and go with it to join this and 
capture position No, 2, now that the wmLitary is 
abuvut to be used. I believe it should be cont.nued 
With every energy, Making the most judicious dis- 
position of it to accompiish the desired result. 

He also stated “‘this expedition has been 
de:ayed through no fault of any one con- 
nected with it. {t contains the principal 
part of the army, which, for intell.gence 
and efficiency, is not excelled by any body 
of troops on earth.” 

The telegram was dated June 6. The day 
following Secretary Alger telegraphed in 
reply:

cretion—to accept surrender, order an as- 
s2zult, or withhoid the same. 

Then follows the story of the Spanish 
surrender, after which Miles gave orders 
for the separation of the fever-infectea 
troops, Included in these orders is a tele- 
gram from Secretary Alger, dated July l4, 
as follows: 

The conditions are such, on account of yellow 
fever, I have ordered all further shipments of 
troops to Santiago to cease. We are pow arrang- 
ing transportation for 25,000 men to Porto Rico. 
As soon a8 matters are settled at Santiago, I 
think you had better return, and go direct with 
the expedition. Yellow fever breaking out in camp 
at Santiago will, I fear, deprive you of the use 
of our forces there. However, can be determined 
later. As soon as Santiego falls, the troops musi 
all be put in camp as comfortably as they can be 
made, and remain, I suppose, untill the fever has 
had its run. It is the difficult problem to solve, 
but we are sure you and Gen. Shafter, with the 
aid of the surgeons in charge, will do all that 
can be done. 

Gen. Miles replied that he had anticipated 
the advice as to the troops and wouid 
consult with Sampson as to rendezvousing 
the troops at Porto Rico or an adjacent 
island. He also telegraphed Gen. Henry, 
at Siboney. and Admiral Sampson that the 
enemy had surrendered. He added that 
there was some delay in the final capitula- 
tion, owing to disagreement over the dis- 
position of the Spanish small arms. 

teturning to Siboney, which he parti- 
ally burned, he received this dispatch: 

July 16—Gen. Miles: They surrender. 
SHAFTER. 

Ufon which he sent renewed congratula- 
tions and gave further instructions as to 
the care of the troops, including some rec- 
ommendations by Chief Surgeon Greenleaf 
and other medical officers. He a:iso di- 
rected Gen. Shafter to make dally reports 
to hendquartere of conditions. This mess- 
age called forth the following exchange 
of telerrams: » 

SIBONEY, July 17.—Gen. Miles, on board Yale: 
Letters and orders in reference to movement of 
camp received and will be carried out. No «ne 
is more anxious than myself to get away from 
here. It eeems, from your orders given me, that 
you regard my force as part of your command. 
Nothing will give me greater pleasure than eerv- 
ing under you, and [ sball comply witb all your 
requests apd directions, but I was told by the 
Secretary that you were not to supersede me in 
command here. I wili furnish the information 
called for as to condition of command to Gil- 
more, Adjutant General, army headquarters. 

SHAFTER, Major-General. 

In reply to Gen. Shafter's telegram Gen. 
Miles sent the following message: 

Headquarters of the Army, Playa del Este, July 
18.—4en. Shafter: Te’egram received. Hare no 
desire, and have carefully avoided any appearance 
of superseding you. Your command is a part of 
the United States army, which I have the honor 
to command, baving been duly assigned thereto, 
and directed by the President to go wherever I 
thought my presence required and give such gen- 
eral directions as | thought best concerning mil! 
tary matters, and especially directed te go to 
Santiago fur a specific purpose. You will aise 
notice that the order of the Seeretaty of War of 
July 13 left the matter to my discretion. I! 
should regret that any event would canse either 
yourself or auy part of your commend to cease to 
be a part of mine. Very truly yours, 

NELSON A. MILES, 
Major-General, Commanding U. 8. Army. 

Then follow some teiegrams instructing 
Gen. Shafter to remove his so.diers to hgh 
ground, and notifying Secretary Alger thet, 
in his (Miles’) opinion, if this movement into 
the mountains did not check the fever then 
the only way to save a large port‘on of the 
command wold be to ship them to a point 
on the New England coast to be chosen by 
the Surgeon-General.

THREE ARE FROM MISSOURI. 


They Looted the Local Safe on the 
Train, but Only $200 Was Found ~ 
on Them When Taken. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Nov. 11.—A Moore 
head, Minn., special to the Journal says:

The train passed through Fergus Falls at 
7:30 p. m.

The train 
was scarcely out of town when these two 
climbed over the tender, and presenting 
revolvers, told Engineer Brace and his 
fireman to stop at a lonely spot near the 
Pelican River bridge. At this place the 
engineer and fireman were compelled to 
leave the cab.

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OPPOSITION TO TAX PROPOSITIONS. 


It is to be regretted that St. Louis is without an adequate 
free library building, but the conclusion that neglect alone and 
not opposition defeated the tax proposition in Tuesday's elec- 
tion is not justified by the facts. 

The vote for the tax Was 42,421; that against the tax was 24,. 
693. The total vote cast on the tax proposition was 68,114. Two- 
thirds of this number ig 45,408, so that it will be seen that the 
tax not only fell far short of the two-thirds of the total vote 
cast In the election, but that it failed to receive two-thifds of 
the vote cast on the tax proposition. 

If the whole vote on the election had been cast on the tax 
proposition in the same percentages as the ballots actually 
cast, the tax would have been defeated. The favorable vote 
would have lacked severa] thousand of a two-thirds majority. 

Friends of the Hbrary building movement should not blind 
themselves to existing conditions and to the difficulties in the 
way of a realization of their plans. 

The vote clearly indicates a sufficient opposition to defeat the 
measure. It is based upon several] causes. One is the view of 
many citizens that the city should first secure adequate char- 
itable institutions before investing a million or two in a li- 
brary building. Another is strong opposition to any increase of 
taxation until the millions now collected in taxes are economic- 
ally applied to the city’s needs. 

A large portion of the people have come to the conclusion 
that much of the money turned into the city is squandered and 
stolen and that not only is fresh taxation unnecessary, but 
that it is designed to provide larger opportunities for extrava- 
gance and dishonesty. 

This may be unreasonable tn connection with the new library 
proposition, but in view of the conditions existing in our mu- 
nicipal government, it is natural, and is hard to eradicate. 
Public distrust of tax propositions is profound. 

Reform and retrenchment in ordinary municipal expenditures 
would not only provide better adequate accommodations for 
the charitable institutions, but would prepare the public mind 
for fresh taxes required for the library and other public im- 
provements, It is doubtful if they can be secured without radi- 
cal reforms.

EX-MINISTER DELIGHTED A 
LARGE AUDIENCE AT THE 
UNIVERSITY CLUB. 


WHY THE WAR WAS BEGUN. 


An Argument to Show It Was Inevit- 
able and That England Saved 
This Country From European 
Interference 


fHion. WHannis Taylor, former United 
States Minister to Spain, lectured before 
a large and distinguished audience at tie 
University Club Thursday night. He spoke 
briefly but concisely on the Cuban question 
and the attitude of this country towards 
Spain in the peace negotiations. 

The address was highly interesting and 
frequently punctured with enthusiastic ap- 
plause. 

Mr. Taylor prefaced his remarks with the 
statement that he had been induced to 
stay over one night in St. Louis at the iIn- 


vitation of George D. Markham of the Uni- 
versity Club. 

“TI was in St. Louis but once before,” 
said Mr. Taylor, ‘‘and that was a great 
many years ago. I had been informed that 
Edward Freeman, the great English scholar 
and historian, was to deliver an address in 
this city. I had read his works and was 
more than anxious to personally interview 
the author, whom I had never seen. 

‘Upon arriving here I found Freeman in 
the auditorium of the Museum of Fine Arts. 
He was rehearsing for his lecture. He had 
a:red handkerchief around his neck and 
was in anything but elaborate costume for 
public exhibition. He accepted my advice 
to appear in a spiketail coat and a shining 
white linen ehirt.’’ 

Mr. Taylor declared the war with Cuba 
was not because Spain had oppressed the 
Cubans, nor. as many intelligent persons 
seem to think, because of the Maine, but as 
the result of causes beyond the control of 
any human power. He cited the fact that 
from the beginning of the nineteenth cen- 
tury the Latin natives had gradually lost 
rulership over their colonies in the new 
world. He cited figures showing that Spain 
had lost 7,200,000 square miles of territory 
since 1800 and that France has not 100,000

Mr. Taylor told an amusing story about 
a champagne 6upper with several prominent 
Spaniards shortly after his introduction into 
office. 

“One of the dons,” he said, “asked me how 
I like Spain. I replied ‘It is a grand coun- 
try, and feel perfectly at home here. I 
never enjoyed a place more in my life.’ I 
told them in glowing terms that Spain was 
just like my dear old southern country. 
One of them asked why? ‘Well,’ I said, 
‘You folks have grand wine banquets, stay 
up late at nights, have a general good time 
and get to work late in the morning, care 
little for business and couldn't build a 
steam engine if inspired with the genius of 
Stevenson.’ They saw the point about an 
hour after I had gone.” 

Mr. Taylor said the war with Spain did 
not come like a storm cloud, as many 
etatesmen claim. He iInsisted that the 
United States had ample warning that trou- 
ble with Spain could not be averted.

James Ashworth, ex-member of the City 
Council, died at the Poorhouse Thursday 
at the age of 81 years.

STOP CROWDING CARS 


RESOLUTION OFFERED IN THE 
BOARD OF HEALTH ASKING 
FOR LEGISLATION. 


THE PARIS PLAN APPROVED. 


Dr. Hughes Wants a Law to Prevent 
Street Cars Carrying More Pass- 
engers Than Have Seats. 


If the Board of Health takes the action 
contemplated by a resolution which it 
adopted at its meeting Thursday evening 
an ordinance will be introduced in the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly making it an offense for 
street cars to carry more people than can 
be seated. 

The matter was brought up by a reso- 
lution introduced by Dr. C. H. Hughes, one 
of the members. 

It urged prompt and efficient legislation 


toward the remedy of the evil of over- 
crowding. It said in part: 

“We hold that the people have sanitary 
rights which even transportation compa- 
nies should be bound by law to respect,

WANTS THE BOARD CITED. 


He Declares the Election Commission- 
ers Acted in Contempt of Court and 
Should Be Punished. 


Wm. A. Froeckman of 823 North Fourth 
street is not done with the Board of Elee- 
tion Commissioners. Last week he made 
them move the polling place of the second 
precinct of the Fourth Ward, and now he 
wants them punished for contempt of court 
for not carrying out fully the instructions. 

Before Judge Spencer Friday morning, 
the motion was made to have the Election 
Commissioners cited for contempt. 

The motion is supported by affidavits of 
Froeckman and William W. Becker. 

The first fight was on the ground that 
the location of the polls, at 40 Wash 
Street, was not convenient to a majority 
of the voters of the precinct, and that the 
neighborhood was not all that was desira- 
ble. The case was contesied, but Judge 
Spencer ordered that the booth be moved 
rto a more centraliy located building, in 
a quiet; orderly neighborhood. Voting in 
that precinct on Tuesday was done at 1014 
Collins etreet. 

The affidavits filed Friday state that a 
worse neighborhood than that part of 
Co.lins street could searcely be found, That 
it is the retreat of thieves, burglars and 
thugs, and Mr. Froeckman swears that a 
Republican challenger was chased away 
from his post of duty and was obliged tu 
seek safety in another bui.ding. It is 
claimed, and sworn to, that a great ma- 
jority of the respectable element of tie 
precinct remained away from the polls be- 
cause they claimed it was too tough and 
from fears of personal violence. 

It is also stated that a number of good 
citizens, fearing to walk openly up the 
street, came down the alley in the rear of 
1014 and passed through @ grocery store 
onto the street within a few steps of the 
booth. 

The allegation Is that the polls were lo- 
cated there for political effect. 

The affiants claim that the order of the 
court, wherein it was specified that the 
place selected should be in an orderly, re- 
spectable neighborhood was grossly vio- 
lated. fhus showing great contempt for 
the court. 

Judge Spencer will probably pass on the 
motion Monday.
